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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest references of record are WO 99/1 1657 and WO 99/1 1658. The 
references teach serine protease inhibitors, their process and use. The instantly claimed 
compounds differ from the reference compounds in WO 99/1 1657 in R2. R2 of the 
invention cannot be aminoisoquinolyl whereas the core of compounds of WO 99/1 1657 
is aminoisoquinolyl (see formula I, page 2). The instantly claimed compounds differ 
from the reference compounds in WO 99/1 1658 in the substituent on R2. When R2 is 
phenyl, the subsituent in the reference always contain a imino group (see formula 1 , 
page 4) whereas the substituent in the present invention is halo, nitro, thiol, halalkoxy, 
hydrazido, alkylhydrazido, amino, cyano, haloalkyl, alkylthio, alkenyl, alkynyl, acylamino, 
tri or difuloromethyoxy, carboxy, acyloxy, etc and does not teach a imino group. An 
imino group and a non-imino group are not art recognized equivalents and therefore, 
one skilled in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teachings of the 
reference. Thus, the reference alone does not teach or fairly suggest the instantly 
claimed compounds and therefore, the instantly claimed compounds are deemed to be 
novel and patentably distinct.
